IX. ON INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


Your Committee on Indian Aﬀairs desire to report that we are 
deeply imprezsed with the necessity of wise, christian and 8tatesman- 
like utterances on this 8ubject. The relations of the Indians are not 
only to the Church, but to the Government as well, and our attitude 
towards them, and work among them, must be largely modified by 
that relation. We work among them under govermental privilege, 
and while prudently attempting to secure 8uch changes in the policy 
of the Government towards them as we see to be necessary for the im- 
provement of their temporal condition, and for their enlightenment and 
8alvation, we must do this in a christian way and with a christian 
Spirit. Woe are compelled, in that spirit, to 8ay that American civili- 
zation 18 not meeting the just expectation of the world in its work for, 
and influence on the Indian tribes. It ought to be able to civilize and 
8ave this people; it has not proved itself to be. The Government of the 
United States ought to be able to protect its humblest citizen or its 
poorest ward from insult or rapacity from any source. It has not, in 
this cage, proved itself to be. 


We are forced to the conclusion that while some features of the pre- 
Sent Indian policy continue it will not be. The Indian is practically 
put beyond the pale of law, and there is no place where his rights, 1t 
trampled on, can be vindicated, or his wrongs redressed. This 1s a 
great wrong—it is more— it is a 8hame and disgrace. He cannot, 


| he must not be kept in 8uch a condition. The christian sentument, 


the sentiment of justice and right to the feeblest, which is 80 charac- 
teristic of our people when properly appealed to, will forbid 1t.

X. ON EDUCATION. 


Your Committee on Education respectfully report : 


That a repetition of the statements of former years of the interest we 
take in the cause of education does not seem important. From its 
very first s8es810n the words of this Conference have been strong and 
unequiyocal in 8upport of that cause, and certainly we have neither 
cause nor desire to weaken them now that our needs as a church, and 
the needs of the new Empire that Providence has assigned to our oc- 
cupaney are becoming 80 much greater, 80 much more apparent. To 
give 80me practical form to that interest, efforts have been made to es- 
tablish two institutions of learning, the *Blue Mountain University,” 
located at La Grande, and the Columbia River Conference Academy” 
at Grrangeville in Northern Idaho. 


In reference to the first, the Board of Trustees state in their report, 
which was referred to us, that the effort to relieve the enterprise from 
debt has been more successful than they could have hoped. That 
$ubscriptions and other means to the amount of $6,075 have been 
gathered by the agent, of which $3,990 have been applied on indebt- 
edness, there remaining a balance of less than $3,000 to be provided 
for. 


The Trustees have elected Rev. G. C. Ackerman, A. M. of the Gen- 
egee Conference, President of the Institution, who has accepted the 
position and expects to enter on his work 1n September. 


The Trustees present the following nomination for Trustees to take 


the place of the outgoing class, and hold their office for three years : 
'J. L. Carter, W. J. Snodgrass, L. J. Rouse, Rev. H. K. Hines, J. 


H. Shambaugh, Joseph Palmer, Rev. J. McKean and J. A. MeWhir-

Our Conference has a pecular relation to this Indian question. The 
representative Indian agency of rhe whole service 18 within our bounds, 
and under the charge of one of our number, Rev. J. H. Wilbur. It 
is detracting nothing from any other work or workman to 8ay that the 
work of this Agency has been the most 8uccessful of any. This has 
demonstrated to us two things : | 


1s, That agencies and agents controlled by christian feelings and 


principles, and inspired with zeal for the salvation of the Indian can 
alone þe 8uccessful. 


2nd, That keeping the agencies under the control of the right man, 
with authority to 8urround himself with right men, for long periods, 


80 that he can carry out his own christianizing and ervilizing plans, 18 
all important to their s8uccess. 


We are gratified to report that in all departments the Yakama 
Agency, under the care of Bro. Willbur, has had probably its most 
prosperous year. Over $8,000 of the appropriation made by Govern- 
ment for its 8upport during the present year has been returned to the 
Treasury ; while at the 8ame'time 1,000 Indians—Bannacks, Piutes, 
&c.—among the wildest on the western slope have been added to the 
agency. These have already begun to travel the upward way to bet- 
ter conditions and life, by substituting the plow for the bow, the gram 


tields for the chase, the school and the meeting for savage roaming 
and carousal. 


The religious work among the Indians the past year has been of a 


very encouraging type. The old members of the church have gener- 
ally continued steadfast, and 155 probationers, largely from the In- 
dians admitted on the regervation, have been received. Under the 
christian infiuences of the reservation the enmities heretofore existing 
between the Yakamas and Piutes and Bannacks have been bound, the 
wo — of peace taking the place of conflicts of war. 


We need to refer to one more thing, namely, the 8tatements 50 


widely published that the Agent, Rev. J. H. Wilbur, had been 
"orgely defaulter to the Government. These statements we are Sure 
ny" been made by designing men, in the hope of wresting the agency 
rom the control of the Church and despoiling the Indians of their

XIT. ADDRESS OF COLUMBIA RIVER LAY CONFERENCE 


Bishop Haven, and brethren of the Columbia River Conference :— 
The Lay Electoral Conference ass8embled in this city, in accordance 
with the discipline of our beloved Church, has completed the work 
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cured and zuitable buildings be erected. 
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We desire to call the attention of the Board of Trustees to the fact, 
that, in our opinion, the name of the Institution 1s too broad for the 
necessities. or even the possIbilities of our educational work for man 
years to come, if indeed we can ever hope or wisely attempt to have a 
real university in our Conterence. 


Without attempting to give all the reasons for the SUggestion, we 
advise the Trustees by filing supplemental articles of incorporation, 
or in some other legal way, to adopt a name, which will claim no more 
than a collegiate rank. 


We recommend the appointment of a Visiting Committee to cqnsist 
of the Pastors of Union, Baker City, Summerville and La Grande 


charges, who are expected to visit the school in a body at least once in 
the year. 


As to the *Columbia River Conference Academy,” your Committee 
note many encouraging facts from the report of the Trustees. 


We find that the average attendance for the 8ix months the schov| 
was in ses8i0n was about thirty-five ; that three young ladies have com- 
pleted the second years' course, while about fifteen have continued 
through the first year ; that about $795 have been expended 1n appar- 
atus, globes, maps, &c.; that besides the regular academic work ten 
pupils have been taking lessons in music in the Institution, and that 
the outlook for the coming year is good. We also find that the schoo! 
is taught 1n a large, cexmmodious hall, TO0x30 feet, which building has 
80 far been sufficient to meet the demands of the school, but it 1s clear 
that the growth of the school will s0on require a larger building. 


We therefore recommend that as so00n as practicable grounds be pro” 


: We nominate the following brethern to act. as Trustees : Revs. PD. 
(x. Strong, J. H. Wilbur, and Wm. G. Simpson. 


The time sems to have come when our Conference should take 
broader ground and stronger action in behalf of this cause. While we 
have two institutions in widely separated portions of the Conterence 
which deserve and must receive our hearty support, the great Walla 
Walla valley is as vet without any.

ing, in the growth and developement of which neither the ministry 
nor laity can 8ay either to other, ©I have no need of thee,” but by 
the effectual working in the measure of every part an increase of the 
body to the edifying of itself in love may bs safely predicted. 


By the help of God, and you, we are now preaching a glorious gos- 
p< to all this people, churches are being erected in our centres of 


population as rapidly as our means will allow, organizations are being , 


perfected and the appliances of Methodism set in operation. There 1s 
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assigned it and adjourned. Before adjourning, however, a commit- 
tee was appointed to present the pastoral and Christian 8alutations of 
that body to your own, and 1n accordance with that appointment we 

ive you our greetings in the name of our one God and- Maxster. The 
laity of the Church look to you brethren, under (0d, as their guide 
in Christian life, and feel their obligations to follow you as you fol- 
low Christ. | 


We not only recognize this as an obligation, but we do it as a pleas- 
ant privilege. We are acquainted with the general purity of your . 
lives, with the devotion, the self-denial, the consecration that marks 
your work. We remember how earnestly you have labored, hoy fer- 
vently you have prayed for our salvation, and for the salvation of our 
children and friends, and we give you our most hearty thanks. We 
have laid up this memory in our hearts, and shall ever cherish it as 
a fragrant memento of what you have been to us and ours. We can- 
not but express our gratitude that the actual and visible union be- 
tween the ministry and laity of our Church have been 80 much 
strengthened by the admission of laymen to her highest councils. It 
was evidently the providential hour when the change in our Disci- 
pline, which admitted laymen to this participation was made. So, it 
changes come to our economy they should ever come. We are jeal- 
ous of the essential integrity of our Church polity. So well has the 
Church done her work under the providential conditions of the past, 
that we always hesitate even to think of possible modifications, much 
less of any violent and abrupt changes. We assure you that in your 
efforts to carry out the essential principles of our powerful system ol 
Church work in such way as to reach the greatest results for humanity, 
you will always have our heartiest 8ympathy and 8upport. The meeting 
at one place of 80 many of the chief laity, and the ministers of the 
Conference, with the privileges of intellectual and spiritual fellowsbip 
1t gives, ought to inspire a new impulse in our Church work all 
through our Conference. Though 80me of us have known by personal 
participation in them, something of the trials and difficulties of the 
work to which you are called, we learn, and appreciate them better as 
ve listen to the reports you make of your wildly scattered labors, and 
we learn als0 what, perhaps we need quite as much to know how much 
of all hoped for 8uccess depends on the 8trongest confidence—the 
truest trust between pastor and people. We shall go to our homes, to
